or the concatenated data word, wherein the concatenated data word is a concatenation of a 
portion of the first output data word and a portion of the second output data word; and a state 
machine determining if the device is in a state of synchronization based on the counting 
mechanism, wherein said state machine is coupled to the third port of the selector and 
alternately provides the second output data word or the concatenated data word to the guesser 



and the rotator.
